A p etitio n to p av e p arts o f Per­ 
k in s an d Sev en th streets, an d 
the 
av en u e which jo in s the two , an d a 
p art o f the o ld Fo rt 
Way n e ro ad, 
which mak es a co n tin u o u s highway 
o f mo re than a mile in len gth, has 
been filed in the co u n ty au dito r’s o f­ 
fice. It will p ro bably co me befo re the 
co u n ty bo ard o f co mmissio n ers at 
the regu lar May meetin g which will 
be held Mo n day , May 6. 
An effo rt was made o n ce befo re to 
hav e the same ro ad an d streets in 
this city imp ro v ed u n der the three- 
mile gTav el ro ad law. 
A y ear has 
elap sed sin ce that time. 
That effo rt 
to imp ro v e u n der this law was de­ 
feated by remo n strato rs liv in g o n the 
streets in q u estio n . 
The residen ts o f Perk in s street are 
in sisten t o n imp ro v in g the street. Re­ 
p eated effo rts were made to p av e the 
street u n der the city an d to wn s act, 
the abu ttin g p ro p erty o wn ers to p ay 
the co st, an d were defeated by the 
city co u n cil. 
Then the mo v emen t to 
p av e the street u n der the three-mile 
law was started. 
This p etitio n req u ests the highway 
be p av ed with bo u n d macadam o r 
brick either, as is sho wn fro m the 
fo llo win g p aragrap h fro m the p eti­ 
tio n :

the list, amo n g them bein g tho se who 
were again st the imp ro v emen t befo re 
an d sign ed the remo n stran ce which 
defeated the first p etitio n .

street, which is k n o wn as the o ld Fo rt 
Way n e ro ad, n ear the en tran ce to 
the co u n try clu b, an d ru n in a so u th­ 
westerly directio n to Sev en th street, 
then ce to a p o in t where Sev en th an d 
Six th streets jo in 
(at 
the 
green 
ho u se), in a westerly directio n o v er 
six th street an d so u th in Perk in s to 
the n o rth side o f Seco n d street. 
To p ro v e the imp ro v emen t wo u ld 
be within the law, the p etitio n fu rther 
states: 
“Yo u r p etitio n ers wo u ld 
fu rther 
sho w to the bo ard that said highway 
co n n ects at each en d thereo f with an 
imp ro v ed free grav el ro ad, an d that 
the same is less than three miles in 
len gth, an d a Un ited States ru ral mail 
ro u te p asses o v er an d 
alo n g said 
highway . 
That said highway is all 
within 
Ru shv ille 
to wn ship , 
Ru sh 
co u n ty , In dian a.”

The fire started at the Shau se barn 
an d the flames so o n sp read to

chu rch p arso n age. 
The two barn s 
were 
to tally 
destro y ed. 
A 
large 
chick en ho u se an d a n u mber o f chick ­ 
en s belo n gin g to the min ister was al­ 
so destro y ed. The lo ss has n o t been 
estimated an d there was n o in su ran ce 
o n the two stru ctu res. The ho mes o f 
Mr. Shau se an d the Rev . Mr. Defrees 
p av ed * were fo r a time in grav e dan ger, bu t 
thro u gho u t its

len gth 
with 
bo u n d macadam o r that p art o f said

When the first p etitio n to imp ro v e

to rn ey s said the law p ro v ided that 
p art o f the highway in the co rp o rate 
limits o f the city 
sho u ld be 
p av ed 
with brick , an d the abu ttin g p ro p ­ 
erty -o wn ers co u ld be co mp elled to p ay 
the differen ce between the co sts o f 
brick an d macadam, which material, 
it was p ro v ided, sho u ld be u sed fo r 
imp ro v in g the highway o u tside the 
city . 
Atto rn ey s say the law p ro v ides the 
imp ro v emen t shall be p aid fo r in su ch 
a man n er, bu t that it is n o t sp ecific 
en o u gh to mak e it p o ssible fo r the 
statu te to be u sed effectiv ely . 
Fo r 
in stan ce, atto rn ey s declare, the law 
do es n o t p ro v ide fo r a n o tice to the 
abu ttin g p ro p erty o wn ers o r to the 
residen ts o f the to wn ship , n o r do es it 
p ro v ide fo r a metho d to co llect fro m 
the abu ttin g p ro p erty o wn ers. 
Becau se the statu te is so lo o se in 
this regard, it is held by atto rn ey s 
that an imp ro v emen t u n der this law 
wo u ld hav e to be p aid fo r by the p eo ­ 
p le o f the to wn ship w’here the p eti­ 
tio n is filed. 
Sin ce this p etitio n do es n o t deman d 
that the highway in the city shall be 
p av ed with brick , bu t that bo u n d ma­ 
cadam, the same ask ed fo r in 
the 
co u n try , might be u sed, the decisio n 
as to which sho u ld be u sed will be left 
to the v iewers who will lik ely be ap ­ 
p o in ted 
by the 
co mmissio n ers to

Sidn ey Bro o k s, 2 4 y ears o ld, died 
last n ight at n in e-thirty o ’clo ck at 
his ho me east o f 
the city after a 
week ’s illn ess with scarlet fev er. Mr. 
Bro o k s' death was the seco n d to o c­ 
cu r in the family in a little mo re than 
a week . 
The first was that o f Ro b­ 
ert, the three-y ear-o ld so n o f 
Mr. 
an d Mrs. Leslie Bro o k s. 
The little 
bo y died Thu rsday aftern o o n , Ap ril 
4 an d Sidn ey Bro o k s co n tracted the 
disease fro m him. 
Mr. Bro o k s was the so n o f Mrs. 
Lau ra Bro o k s an d was a highly re­ 
sp ected y o u n g man . 
His u n timely 
death came as a great sho ck to his 
man y frien ds in this city an d co u n ty . 
Besides his mo ther he is su rv iv ed by 
three bro thers, Leslie, Will an d H ar­ 
ry o f Den v er, Co lo ., an d two sisters, 
Mrs. Den ip No rris an d Mrs. Alfred 
Lo o n ey . 
Brief sen dees 
were held 
this aftern o o n an d bu rial to o k p lace 
in East Hill cemetery . 
The scarlet fev er ep idemic in the 
Bro o k s ho u seho ld has 
been a v ery 
serio u s an d u n fo rtu n ate affair. In all 
there hav e been eight cases o f the 
disease, two o f which p ro v ed fatal. 
At p resen t there are three cases an d 
acco rdin g to Dr. Sip e all stan d a 
chan ce o f reco v ery . Clau de Casey , a 
farm han d, his father, Dan 
Casey , 
an d Miss May Sweetman , a n u rse, o f 
this city , are ill with the disease at 
the Bro o k s ho me. 
The disease is su p p o sed to hav e 
been co n tracted in Chicago . Mr. an d 
Mrs. Leslie Bro o k s 
retu rn ed 
here 
fro m Chicago the 
latter 
p art o f 
March. 
Their y o u n gest child Jo hn 
was su fferin g 
with a 
sev ere 
so re 
thro at when they arriv ed here an d 
in a few day s Ro bert was tak en ill 
an d Dr. Sip e p ro n o u n ced it scarlet 
ev er. Mr. an d Mrs. Bro o k s while in 
Chicago were tak en ill an d p hy sician s 
p ro n o u n ced it to n silitis.

Mr. Casey was greatly imp ro v ed to ­ 
day an d is do in g as well as co u ld be 
ex p ected.

mo st o f the day . 
Miss Sweetman , who wen t fro m 
this city to act as n u rse, lias abo u t 
reco v ered fro m the disease. It is the 
o p in io n o f Dr. Sip e that Mrs. Lau ra 
Bro o k s su ffered a light attack 
o f 
the disease. Mrs. Bro o k s was ill with

Presen tly Mrs. Co o k saw her hu s­ 
ban d ru n n in g to ward the ho u se with

hey were armed an d Price is said 
to hav e fired as Co o k n eared the 
o o r. 
Co o k fell an d Price is said to 
lav e fired two o r three sho ts mo re.

Later he was in the n ewsp ap er bu si­ 
n ess an d fo r the last few y ears Mr. 
Cask ey had been su ccessfu l at real 
estate an d in su ran ce bu sin ess. 
Mr. Cask ey was ridin g do wn to wn 
with a frien d after hav in g serv ed o n 
an electio n bo ard all day . 
The light 
bu ggy in which they w’ere ridin g was 
stru ck sq u arely in the 
back by a 
ru n away team draggin g a heav y farm 
wago n . 
Mr. Cask ey was thro wn o u t 
an d his head stru ck the cu rbsto n e. 
He su ffered a fractu red sk u ll an d in ­ 
tern al in ju ries which were fatal. The 
o ther man wras n o t hu rt. The v ictim 
was a first co u sin o f Jim Cask ey , ed­ 
ito r o f the Green sbu rg New’s.

No n e bu t members o f the 
chap ter hav e tick ets fo r the theater 
these two n ights, an d p erso n s who 
wo u ld assist the mo v emen t sho u ld 
see a member o f the chap ter o r so me 
o f their assistan ts. 
The p resen t effo rt is n o t the first 
thin g the Dau ghters o f the American 
Rev o lu tio n hav e do n e fo r Ru shv ille. 
It was they who started the co m- 
p aign fo r a free p u blic library an d 
co n du cted it su ccessfu lly . 
It is the 
D. A. R.’s w’ho 
Ru shv ille 
has to 
than k fo r the p resen t library . 
It is 
p o in ted o u t this may be a step p in g 
sto n e to a better library , an d p o ssi­ 
bly a Carn egie library sin ce a library 
bo ard has been ap p o in ted, an d a tax 
is bein g lev ied to defray cu rren t ex ­ 
p en ses. 
This is 
so mewhat

achiev emen t as similar effo rts hav e 
been made befo re an d hav e alw’ay s 
met with dismal failu re.

It has aro u sed the in ter­ 
est o f man y men an d wo men in the 
city an d set them to thin k in g.

MAY FIND A WAY TO 
AVERT COAL STRIKE 


Miners and Operators 
Meet 


On Friendly Terms. 


Philadelphia, April 
ll.—A 
settle­ 
ment of the difficulties between the 
miners and the operators seems in­ 
evitable as the result of the conference 
held in this city. 
The coal operators 
let down the bars of their absolute re­ 
fusal to consider the demands made 
by the United Mine Workers and of­ 
fered to submit the entire difficulty 
to the anthracite strike commission, 
appointed in 1902 by President Roose­ 
velt, for arbitration. 
This offer was held iff abeyance by 
President White of the mine workers 
until a sub-committee of the miners 
and operators can further discuss the 
nine demands made by the miners. 
This committee will go over the de­ 
mands made by the miners with a 
view of reaching an agreement with­ 
out recourse to the strike commission. 
If an agreement is reached the oper­ 
ators and miners will again meet and 
consider their findings. In event of a 
failure to reach a' satisfactory agree­ 
ment the general question of the 
strike commission will be further dis­ 
cussed. 
Both miners and operators express­ 
ed their satisfaction at the turn of 
conditions and voiced the expression 
that a strike may be averted.

Memphis, Tenn., April ll.—A report

The Practical Assassination of Albert 
Fountain, Son cf a Prominent Law­ 


yer of New Mexico, at Parral, Is 
Likely to Ec Subject cf Stern Repre­ 


sentations From W ashington— Given 


Apparent Freedom and Then Shot. 


El Paso, Tex., April ll.—Mexican 
rebels at Parral executed Albert Foun­ 
tain of Las Cruces, N. M., son of 
a 
noted 
lawyer 
of 
that 
state. 
He was killed for having operated a 
machine gun against them while they 
were attacking the town. 
He was 
given a chance to “escape” and shot 
by guards, planted for the purpose. 
Fountain, who has been working in 
the mines around Parral as a shift 
foreman, was thrown out of work a 
few weeks ago when the mines were 
forced to close down. 
Pancho Villa, 
commanding the federal garrison, of­ 
fered Fountain the job of working a 
machine gun. 
Fountain was in com­ 
mand of a gun throughout the three 
days’ battle before the rebels beat 
Villa back out of the city. When the 
rebels captured the town Fountain hid 
part of the mechanism of the gun and 
took refuge in a drug store, where the 
rebels later found him. 
Fountain was taken to the headquar­ 
ters of General Salazar, commander of 
the rebels, and after a gruelling, led 
his captors to the hiding place of the 
gun handle. 
He was confined in a 
room under guard, but later was al­ 
lowed to go and walked about the city, 
apparently without guard. He said be 
believed he was “in for It,” and ven­ 
tured the opinion that the object of 
giving him the apparent freedom of 
the city was to induce him to attempt 
to escape that they might exercise the 
“ley fuga” (law of flight) and kill him 
as he filed. 
James Ti Long, the American con­ 
sular agent, had taken up the matter 
with Washington and every possible 
pressure was being brought to bear 
upon General Salazar to refrain from 
Inflicting the death penalty. Fountain 
was called for by two junior officers, 
who led him away. 
His body, with a 
bullet hole through the head, was 
found upon the western outskirts of 
the 
city. 
Beyond 
admitting 
that 
Fountain had been killed while trying 
to escape and deploring “that it had 
been found necessary to resort to ex­ 
treme measures under the circum­ 
stances,” General Salazar refused to 
discuss the matter.
